The Limit or niiman Life. 
In the Revue Seientifique M. tie Sola- 
ville consider* the question debated by 
physiologists so much, “ Can man reach 
and pass the age of one hundred years?’ 
His article is republished in the Popular 
Scit nct Monthly, aud it presents an in­ 
ter* sting array of opinions and statistics. 
RuiTon, the first man in France to raise 
tile inquiry as to the limit of human life, 
argued that as man becomes an adult at 
lfi he ought to live to be six times that 
age, that is 96. 
Heusler, the German, 
thought that a year previous to the age 
of Abraham was equal to but three 
mouths of our time, among the |>eople 
of tile East, but even he declared that 
“ man kills himself rather than dies.” 
Dr. 
Hufferand 
and other 
German 
physiologists held that man does not be­ 
come an adult until 2o, and that he 
ought to live to be eight times that age, 
or 200. 
Dr. Gardner, an English 
physiologist, l*dieved that a century is 
nearly the limit of human life. 
As to tile greatest age attained by 
man in modem times there is a conflict 
of opinion, Sir George Cornewell Lewis 
believing that the existence of a cen­ 
tenarian has not been demonstrated. 
M. de Solaville, however, furnished 
statistics which rebuke such skepticism. 
He says Hippocrates, fattier of medicine, 
lived to be OO. Terentia, the divorced 
wife of Cicero, passed HO, although her 
life was vexed by four successive bus 
bands, and in almost all countries there 
are many instances in which men and 
women have survived a century, a few 
having lived almost two hundred years. 
As to tile means of attaining the greatest 
possible longevity various suggestions 
are given, the fact being noted that cen­ 
tenarians have almost invariably lieen 
temperate, regular in the use of plain 
food, accustomed to much walking and 
devoted to the dictum of “ early to bed 
and early to rise.

adornments.

The World’s Forests. 
There are ti I tout 34,000,000 acres of 
forest iii Germany (of which 20,000,000 
are in Frussia), hriuging iii an income 
of $50,000,000 |M*r annum. The state 
forests are taken great care of in all parts 
of Germany, in Prussia alone $500,000 
being sjieut every year in replanning. 
The imports of timber exceed the exports 
bv over 2,OOO,(IOO tons. Austria ami 
hungary have upwardof 43,OOO,(KM)acres 
of forest; but in Austria proja-r the state 
does not possess more than 7 jH*r cent, 
of the wooded area, and Austria is now* 
obliged to buy most of her tinklier in 
Bocnia and Montenegro.

Roumania have some very fine forests, 
but Italy, though her forest area extends 
over nearly 14,000,000 a^res, does not do

Mr. John Kelly, first assistant en gm- 
eer of our fire department, in a com­ 
munication to the Janesville Times, thus 
explains: 
“After publishing 
the 
resignations 
of some of the firemen in your paper, 
you stated that the public knew nothing 
of the cause of so many resignations oc­ 
curring in the fire department of late. 
This suggests the idea that 'tis just as 
well the public should be enlightened on 
tim subject. Two years ago the working 
force of the fire department consisted of 
three companies of picked men, in all 
the pride of early manhood. They were 
go*>d for ten years more of active tiro 
service. 
Compact in organization aud 
thoroughly disciplined, they were the 
equals of any regular paid fire depart­ 
ment in the country. For several years 
they had devoted their leisure time, their 
money, and their best energies to tho 
building up of the department until they 
had got it as near perfect as was possible 
with the facilities at their command. 
This had been a pretty severe strain on 
their time and their resources, but their 
efforts were not appreciated; at which 
they became 
somewhat discontented 
and soon commenced 
dropping 
out 
of the 
department. 
This 
fact was 
brought to the notice of some of our pub­ 
lic men, when they replied, “let them 
go, we can get plenty of men in their 
places.” 
What a grave mistake! 
An applicant for membership must re­ 
side within three or four squares of the 
engine house; must be under a certain 
age, and of good moral character; must 
possess great physical endurance, and 
have some occupation that will permit of 
his leaving at any moment to respond to 
an alarm. And even with the above 
pialificatious it will take two or three 
years 
training 
ere 
he 
becomes 
an 
expert 
firemen, 
and 
by that time (if he has stayed in so long) 
he has realized beyond a doublet that ho 
is money out of pocket by staying in the 
department. His pay will perhaps make 
good the time lost in active fire service; 
it will not make good the time lost on 
other duties connected with the depart­ 
ment, the amount of clothing ruined, nor 
the injury to his health, often quite ser­ 
ious, even to endangering his life. 
But 
like the conscript who is at first luke­ 
warm in the military service of his coun­ 
try, after his first campaign he learns to 
love the cause he has fought for. 
This 
same spirit has often kept the firemen to­ 
gether under discouraging circumstances. 
Washington Engine Co. has but one 
hoseman left to-day who was in tho com­ 
pany two years ago. 
Rescue, Hook A 
Ladder Co. have lost a still greater uum- 
ber of its trained member during the 
same period. Water Witch engine Co. 
has been more fortunate in retaining 
some of its old members. 
The latter has kept a horse at their 
own expense for the last two years, to 
haul their fchose to and from fires which 
makes their labor much lighter aud 
enables 
them 
to 
get 
into 
posi­ 
tion at fires much sooner than it can be 
done by hand. 
Such devotion to the service certainly 
deserves some recognition. There is no 
place to keep an extra horse at the West 
side engine houso, otherwise Washington 
company would gladly have provided 
themselves with a horse for a like pur­ 
pose. The above facts are some of the 
causes why so many of tho firemen have 
resigned of late.
